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THE FASTI OF ST. 
PATRICK’S CATHEDRAL.

CATHEDRAL stands fast where 
frequently” the ‘parish church had 
its day and ceases to be; consequently its 
traditions and history form a valuable 
and continuous link with the past, and 
any record of its annals and succession 
of clergy is desirable for use by students 
of ecclesiastical or secular history. 

The present Dean of St. Patrick's 
possesses peculiar gifts for the compila- 
tion of such a book, and his name is a 
Isle that the greatest accuracy has 
een exercised in presenting the informa- 

tion which is contained within its cover. 
When we find that we are given, in 
acdition to the successive list of deans, 
dignitaries, prebendaries, canons and 
vicars choral; the lists of organists, 
schoolmasters, registrars and vergers, we 
recognise that the work has been carried 
out with Dr. Lawlor’s characteristic 
thoroughness. 
The lists are preceded by an introduc- 
tion of great interest; for it draws 
attention to several unusual points in the 
constitution and economy of the 
cathedral body. 

It is not known generally, for example, 
that St. Patrick's was at first’ a 
cathedral with only three dignitaries— 
Precentor, Chanceller and Treasurer: it 
was not until c. 1220 that William Wyth 
was appointed as the first Dean. Another 
matter of interest is that this cathedral 
is the only one of the secular cathedrals 
in these islands which has retained to 
the present day the right of electing its 
own Dean. The manner of election is 
Ea in full detail and will provide food 
or the student of ecclesiastical procedure. 
A further remarkable feature is to be 
found in the existence of a college of 
minor canons distinct from the vicars 
choral. 

During the sixteenth, seventeenth and 
eighteenth centuries St. Patrick’s was the 
home of two other congregations—the 
pxrishioners of St. Nicholas Without the 
Walls and the French congregation. 
Because of this long connection it was 
felt proper to include in the book 
sections dealing with each of these flocks 
who were housed within the cathedral 
fold. The fully-informed appendix which 
deals with the history of the French 
Church in the Lady Chapel has been con- 
tributed by Mr. T. P. Le Fanu, C.B. 
In addition to the very complete indices, 
there is also a list of subscribers. 

Dr. Lawlor has allowed himself, in 
one instance only, to depart from the 
strict rule of mere record with critical 
remarks which he has set himself—namely, 
in the case of his great predecessor, 
Dr. J. H. Bernard. All who knew the 
late Provost will be glad to read these 
words—‘‘ From the moment he entered 
public life John Henry Bernard was the 
most forceful personality in the Church 
of Ireland, perhaps even in all Ireland. 
A sound scholar, an exact thinker, a 
lucid writer, a couragecus and courteous 
ruler of men, and a far-seeing Christian 
statesman, he would have attained 
eminence in any age and country.” 

Mr. Tempest, of Dundalk, is making a 
reputation for himself in publishing books 
of this kind. We congratulate him on 
the printing and general appearance of 
the Fasti, which adds another leaf to his 
laurels.

Notable 
among these was the Comtesse des Garets, 
Maid of Honour to tl» Empress and 
also her most intimate friend. More than 
anyone else, she had the opportunity of 
gaining the fullest insight into the rather 
lovable character of the Empress. and she 
has succeeded in transcribing it vividly 
in this book. Still more, perhaps, she 
has drawn a peculiarly living picture of 
herself. The writing is naive and faintly 
reminiscent of Pepys in its unpre- 
meditated disclosure of personal tastes 
and foibles. We gain a clear picture of 
the Comtesse, a woman not without a 
sense of humour, but, nevertheless, 
steeped in the traditions of a prim age. 
We discover her in Turkey, looking dis- 
approvingly at the ‘‘ wriggling hips ” of 
Circassian slave girls, and noting the 
inferiority of the Armenian religious 
rites as compared with the convenienc. of 
the orthodox methods of the West. Her 
personality is present always through the 
pages, and is the one thing which makes 
the book really alive. It is a work which 
does not abound in incident or interest 
in the gross sense of the word, but always 
it is human.

MR. BOLTON WALLER ON 
HIS TOUR. 


An open-air lecture by Mr. Bolton- Waller 
on his “Tour in the U.S.A." was given on 
Monday under the auspices of the W omen s 
International League for Peace and Freedom, 
in the garden of Botanic House, Lansdowne 
road, kindly lent by Dr. Walter and Madame 
Starkie. Mrs. Lucy O. Kingston presided. 
The lecturer dealt with the great divisions 
of American opinion into three groups, 1.¢., 
the ‘‘Preparedness”’ party, the ‘‘Isolationists, 
represented by Senator Borah; and the 
‘‘ Co-operation ’’ party. The first of these, 
he said, was not as strong as Was generally 
supposed here. The ellogg Pact, he 
believed, was a genuine effort for peace. 
There was keen disappointment over the re- 
sult of the Naval Conference, from which 
greater things had been expected, though the 
lecturer personally was satisfied that much 
headway had been made by the Conference. 
He thought that péas, of American 
life portrayed by such novelists as Sinclair 
Lewis were not quite just. He described the 
masses of immigrants crowding into Chicago, 
and the work done at Hull House, that settie- 
ment initiated for the benefit. of the immi- 
grant in Chicago, and carried on for over 
forty years by Miss Jane Addams, President 
of the Women’s International League for 


Peace and Freedom.

ID you take your wife to the pictures 

this week? Or (for shame) were you 
selfish enough to sit at home bv the fire- 
side in your embroidered carpet slippers 
and watch the unhappy female darn the 
vhasms in your socks? If you were guilty 
of this crime, you will be moved, doubt- 
less, by an agonising twinge of remorse, 
as it bursts upon you, while reading this 
volume, that your conduct has been 
reprehensible and unseemly in the last 
degree. 

The set purpose of this book is the 
castigation of peccadillos against good 
taste, rather than the provision of a text 
book of the things that all the best 
people will be doing in 1930. You will 
not learn in it whether or not to wear 
spats at the funeral of your first wife’s 
aunt, but you wil! discover much delicately 
metaphysical discussion of the rate of 
mastication which will cause your hostess 
at a dinner party the minimum of 
embarrasment. The axioms of civilised 
society, rather than its full-blown pro- 
positions, are the things which Mr. Scott 
weighs in the balance with meticulous 
accurancy. 

Unfortunately, these very estimable 
trivialities are inclined to become over- 
powering when they continue for two 
hundred and forty pages. For a time it 
is a pleasing, if cattish, sport to fit 
the sundry caps to the heads of one’s 
sundry acquaintances, Then one wonders 
if one’s friend down the road has more 
sins than oneself.. The answer probably 
is in the negative, after which discovery 
the amusement will pall, There are a 
number of good stories, but not quite 
sufficient to keep one on the alert. One 
longs for the full-blooded precepts quoted 
from medieval books of etiquette. 

Thus :—‘' Don’t spit at table or pick 
your teeth till you have done.” There 
is something crudely virile about this law. 
The nearest thing in the book in hand is 
the animated debate on the advisability 
of consuming peas with a knife. 

Still, we are not likely to need the 
medieval advice, while “ Good Manners 
and Bad,” quite possibly, may cure our 
thick .mumble into the telephone which 
is so infuriating to the “ Hello-girl,”’ and, 
if even this end is served, who dares say 
that Mr. Scott has written, in vain?

HE old adage that ‘‘ too many cooks 
spoil the broth’’ certainly does not 
apply to this book. ; 

Every aspect of fishing for cearse fish 
is treated well and authoritatively by a 
number of experts, everyone of whom has 
contributed his fishing lore ia the form 
of an excellently written essay. i 
Apart from the copious information 
that must reider this  »k invaluable to 
every keen fisherman, it ought to remove 
the stigma which the more lordly 
and affluent angler for trout and salmon 
is far too apt to bestow on his humbler 
brethren who fish for coarse fish. 

Rods of every variety, with tackle, 
lines, hooks and all angling appurtenances 
are discussed carefully, and numerous 
excellent illustrations «re giver, while the 
ali-important Ma of bait and ground 

iting receives full scope. 

a ‘chapter on the legal side of fishing 
forms a valuable addition, since, if anglers 
have any vice, it is a tendency to dis- 
regard notice boards and try their luck 
on any inviting stretch of water, careless 
whether it may be preserved or not. 
The. book extends far beyond the mere 
art of luring fish out of their natural 
element. The lives and habits of some 
fourteen varieties are dealt with fully. 
A chapter on scale differences in coarse 
fish forms a novel feature. 

Tho whole work is greatly enriched by 
beautiful photographs, and forms pleasant 
reading even to the veriest nner. . 


all its forms is presented to us, and with 
great skill Captain Ellam explains how 
the ordinary man in 
acquired his false perspective of Hindu 
life. He shows us that the Swarayjists 
represent nobody but themselves, and that 
the movement is engineered by Brahmin 
influence. ‘‘ The object,” he says, '“ je 
now, as before, not India for the Indians, 
but India for the Brahimins.”’ 

In fact, he traces the campaign back to 
the days when the Brahmins destroyed 
the Buddhist civilisation which had been 
developed under the Maurya Emperor 
Asoka. Undoubtedly, these people were 
behind the mutiny of 1857. 

Captain Ellam, who. of course, is a 
strong opponent of the present policy of 
‘‘TIndianisation,’’ does not spare the 
Europeans, and criticises strongly the 
type and manners of some Englishmen 
who to-day are sent out to the country. 
He quotes an old Indian who said: ‘‘ The 
Itaj used to send us sahibs; now it sends 
us coolies.’”’ Europeans to-day are pre- 
cluded from knowing natives personally 
by the convention that any personal and 
social acquaintance with them is “bad 
form.” This state of affairs, in the 
author’s opinion, is most unfortunate. 
Probably no better exposition of Indian 
affairs exists at present than this book.

THE CRUSADES. 


_——— 


HE Six Crusades one tends to regara 
as pious, but misjudged, ebullitions, 
distinct but jumbled, and inspired by 
Peter the Hermit, who, one assumes, was 
either a fanatic or a saint. Mr. 
Harold Lamb, in his new book, ‘ The 
Crusades: Iron Men and Saints,” has 
sorted out this tangle. The present volume 
deals in detail only with the first crusade, 
but a publisher’s note promises further 
works dealing with the crusades as a 
whole. 

He opens with a very lucid picture of 
life in Western Europe during the latter 
part of the eleventh century, ani shows 
how the new blood from Cluny infused 
into the Papacy a determination to end 
the scenes of carnage that made life for 
the common people a hostelry of pain. At 
last Christendom obtained a worthy 
champion in Pope Urban II., who himself 
was a disciple of chivalry before he 
became a priest, and, therefore, like 
Odysseus, knew the minds of men. A 
society born and trained to war must 
ficht. Urban harnessed this wild animal 
to a cause, which, in that age, appeared 
noble. The scene at Clermont, where 
Urban launched the plan of the 
campaign, which till then he had guarded 
so carefully, lest Guibert, the anti-Pope, 
should frustrate it, marks one of the 
decisive occasions of history. 

The call, as we know, was answered. 
Mr. Lamb, who has delved exhaustively 
into every available chronicle, Christian 
and Paynim, leads us with those strange 
iron men to Byzantium and on to 
Jerusalem. Urtil we read this book, 
Bohemund, Godfrey of Bouillon, Tancred, 
Baldwin, Raymond of Toulouse and the 
other leaders were so many names to us. 
With great skill the author has introduced 
them to us as human beings, and we see 
them through the cynical eyes of that 
Machiavelli of Byzantium, Alexis 
Comnenus, surely the ablest diplomat who 
ever lived. , 

In the concluding chapters we are 
given a short sketch of the kingdom of 
Jerusalem, from the reign of the first 
Baldwin to the fatal day at Hattin, where 
Guy of Lusignan was defeated by the 
great Salah-ed-Din.

op ncaa through the French and 
Spanish provinces, 
sojourned a thousand years in the valleys 
of the Pyrenees, without bei 
to mingle with the other inhabitants; yet 
they were never treated as serfs or slaves. 
We can understand why the leper was 
banned, The chronicles of 
the origin of the helots; and it is not 
difficult to account for the degradation of 
the fellahs of Egypt and the pariahs of 
India. But the Cagots—who were they ? 
Whence did they come? ~~ ~ : 
Various theories have been put forward 
by different writers to account fof the 
origin of the Cagots. Some have assumed 
them to be the descendants of the Goths 
who invaded the South of France in the 
fifth century, and were defeated by Clovis. 
Others hold that they are the descendants 
of the Arabs defeated by Charles Martel 
near Poitiers in the eight century ; others, 
that they are a remnant of the 
Albigenses ; others, again, have attributed 
to them a Jewish origin. The conclusion 
arrived at by M, de Rochas in his remark- 
able work on the Cagots is now generally 
accepted. He believes that the Cagots 
were persons at one time regarded as 
tainted with leprosy. They were, there- 
fore, obliged to live separate from others, 
and after the original cause had been 
forgotten the prejudices outlived’ the 
reason. That the Cagots were regarded 
in the Middle Ages as in some way allied 
to, if not actually, Jepers is borne out 
by a large amount of evidence; and there 
can be little doubt that, originally, it 
was the dread of contagion which caused 
everyone to shun them. 


CENTURIES OF OSTRACISM. 


For centuries the Cagots were regarded 
by their neighbours as beings to be 
despised, distrusted and ostracised, In 
the small towns they were confined to 
separate quarters called eagoferges, corres- 
ponding to the Ghettos of the Jews; and 
in the villages they were forced to dwell 
in a state of complete isolation. They 
were not placed on an equality with their 
fellow-worshippers in the house of God. 
They had to enter and Jeave. the church 
_ by a special low door; a bénitier, or. shell 
containing holy water, was kept for their 
exclusive use. About one hundred. and 
fifty years ago it happened that a rich 
cee (har were not always poor) was 
observed to use the holy water from the 
stoup reserved for the ordinary church- 
goers. An old soldier went with his sabre 
to watch on the following Sunday, and, 
as the Cagot was agair: about to violate 
the unwritten law, the soldier cut off his 
hand and nailed it to the church door as 
a warning to prevent future transgressions 
by members of this outcast race. When 
the Cagots died their bones were interred 
im a cemetery of their own, so that to 
the very end their bodies should not 
contaminate the ashes of the pure. 

The deeply-rooted fecling of aversion 
entertained towards the members of this 
accursed race was carried into all the 
relations of life. Men or women who 
intermarried with Cagots lost their caste 
and were deserted even by their nearest 
relations. The Cagots might not drink 
or draw water from any but a Cagot 
well, They might not go barefoot through 
the streets of a town, lest they micht 
infect even the dust of the street. They 
must get out of the way of passers-by ; 
they might not enter inns, and they could 
possess only one beast of burden and one 
fowl. The right to bear arms was denied 
them: they were excluded from all offices 
and many civil rights: the testimony of 
five Cagots was required to counterbalance 
the testimony of any other person; and, 
curiously enough, they were exempt from 
taxation. 


SORCERERS. 

They were popularly looked upon —as 
sorcerers, which was, perhaps, the reason 
why their residences were so often 
separated from those of their neighbours 
by a stream of water, They were supposed 
to possess the power of the evil éye, and 
mothers carefully hid their children from 
the Cagot’s gaze. It was charged that 
the grass on which one of this race trod 
was immediately dried up and lost its 
natural virtue; that apples and other 
fruit became rotten when Cagots placed 
their hands on them, and that their 
persons and their houses stank, as though 
they were infected by some filthy disease. 

Carpentry was the trade most generally 


followed by the Cagots, whose services’ 


were called in unwillingly by their 
neighbours, As weavers, they worked in 
veneral for distant customers, The people 
of the neighbourhood, knowing their 
origin, would give them no employment, 
fearing that their cloth might be 
encagotté—a term which seems to have 
been understood as implying that it 
might be bewitched. 

It is remarkable that the Cagots bore 
with resignation the tyranny and con- 
tempt to which they were exposed: In 
their popular ballads they spoke of their 
condition in jest and without bitterness. 
They contented themselves with observing 
philosophically that all—both the Cagots 
and the pure race—were descended from 
Adam and Eve, which, perhaps, was the 
only statement they could make that the 
pure race could not deny, 
however, always submit tamely to 
persecution ; riots and conflicts sometimes 
arose between them and their neighbours. 
On one occasion the Cagots fell upon the 
people of Lourdes and slew the principal 
inhabitants of that town. For that. act 
of rebellion the Parliament of Toulouse 
condemned the ringleaders to death “and 
decreed that thenceforth no Cagot might 
enter the town of Lourdes except by one 
specified gate. They were to walk in the 
gutters, and must not sit, eat or drink 
in the town under penalty of having the 
flesh torn from their hacks. 

Many old prejudices were swept away 
at the time of the French Revolution, 
when a large measvre of benefit was 
extended to this despised and outcast race. 
The ban was then lifted and Cagots began 
to intermarry with the pure race. They 
no longer form a distinct and separate 
community, and their descendants are 
now recognised by tradition only, undis- 
tinguished by any special mental or 
yhysical disorders, Even to this day, 
a nama the finger of scorn is often 
pointed at many a harmless villager 
reputed to be of Cagot origin. Among 
the many injustices done by man to man, 
the antipathy of castes shown in the 
inveterate hatred of those pariahs of 
Western Europe for many centuries is one 


of the most striking examples of human |

Ghe First Australians. 


Lorp STRADBROKE. 


It is interesting te note that the first 
Australian cricket team to visit England 
was the: now almost forgotten Aboriginal 
team of 1868, and thus the credit of 
being the pioneer party of cricketers to 
travel half across the globe must be given 
They belonged 
to a now extinct Victorian tribe, racially 
akin to the Maoris of New Zealand, and 
were famed as boomerang throwers. As 
their names were too polysyllabic for 
English tongues, they played under such 
quaint nicknames as Tiger, Mosquito, 
King Cole, Dick-a-Dick, etc. Their 
captain, however, was a white man, 
Charles Lawrence, a celebrated profes- 
sional cricketer who had settled in 
Australia. Incidentally, he was associated 
with the founding of the United Al]l-Ire- 
land XI. for which he played at Lord’s 
in 1858. 


Che Golden Fleece.

Archbishop Boulter, whose name was 
recalled in a case in the Dublin Courts 
this week, was born in London in 1672. 
He was educated at Oxford, and became 
a Fellow of Magdalen College. Entering 
the Church, he was promoted to the 
Bishopric of Bristol, and in 1724 was 
advanced to the Archbishopric of Armagh 
and Primacy of All Treland. 

Boulter played a big part in the affairs 
of State, as well as in the ecclesiastical

for years, as Lord Justice, was the real 
governor of this country, It was said of 
him, however, that, on the whole, “ he 
had a sore time of it between Swift, 
Wood’s halfpence, and a rather fractious 
Commons.’’ He supported Swift, how- 
ever, in the opposition to Wood’s half- 
pence, and in a letter to the Duke of 
Newcastle, dated Dublin, 19th January, 
1724-5, he wrote: ‘‘ We are in a very bad 
state here, and the le so poisoned 
with apprehensions of Wood's half-pence 
that I do not see there can be any hopes 
of justice against any person for seditious 
writings if he does but miss somewhat of 
Wood in them. . , . But all sorts 
here are determinedly set against Wood's 
half-pence, and look upon their estates as 
half sunk in their value.” 
St. Patrick’s and the Primate, however, 
had little else in common, 

The great loss to the Irish revenue 
occasioned by the constant smuggling of 
goods into Ireland via the Isle of Man 
was a cause of much concern to Archbishop 
Boulter. ‘‘ The only remedy we talk of 
here for this evil,” he wrote, ‘‘ is if His 
Majesty were to buy the Ireland of the 
Earl of Derby.”’ 


Boulter’s Dublin Residence. 


In 1724 Primate Boulter purchased from 
Luke Gardiner three houses on the 
southern side of Henrietta street, and on 
their site erected a splendid mansion. 
which he made his Dublin residence for 
the remainder of his life. After his 
death in London, in 1742, the house 
in Henrietta street was leased by his 
successor,: Primate Hoadly (died 1746); 
and was also occupied by the 
succeeding Archbishops, Stone (died 1764), 
and Robinson (died 1794), “ The 
Primate*’s Mansion”’ in Henrietta street 
was then one of the finest residences in 
Dublin, and gaye the name of “The 
Primate’s Garden ’’ to the grounds near 
the present King’s Inns, In January, 
1825, Sir John Robinson, nephew and 
executor of the late Primate, assigned the 
residence to William Duffy, of Hunstown, 
County Dublin. Shortly afterwards Duffy 
assigned it te William Finn, Secretary to 
the Society of the King’s Inns. The 
Library of the King’s Inns now stands 
upon the site of the Primate’s House. 


In the Enemy’s Camp. 


A friend of mine, who is an enthusiastic 
bee-keeper, has just told me of an ineident 
which he described as the height of 
impertinence. On going to inspect one of 
his hives the other day, he noticed that 
the heat of the sun had strained one of 
the boards forming the conical top, so 
that a slight aperture was visible where 
two pieces of timber overlapped. He 
removed the top, and, having done so. 
he was astonished to see that a queen 
wasp had already made considerable 
progress in building a nest on the insida. 
The bees underneath, of course, never 
suspected the presence of the intruder, 
as the frames which contained them were 
covered with the usual ‘‘quilt.’’ Bees 
and wasps are deadly enemies, and my 
friend considers himself fortunate in 
having discovered the trouble in time.

Probably the next time my 
friend wished to remove the covering from 
the frames he would have found himself

A Link with 1870. 


An Irish link with Franco-Prussian 
war days has been broken by the death of 
Dr. Con MacGuire, of New York. Dr. 
MacGuire was born in Roosky, County 
Roscommon, as far back as 1848, and 
went. from Summerhill College to the 
old Catholic University in Dublin in 
Newman’s time, For a period he served 
as resident in Jervis Street and the 
Rotunda hospitals, and, after graduation, 
was ship’s surgeon on the Royal Mail 
service between Belgium and South 
America. He had just settled down to 
= Ses at home at Frenchpark when the 

ranco-Prussian War broke out. Dr. 
MacGuire volunteered to serve the French 
with the Irish Ambulance Corps, and was 
one of three surgeons in charge of the 
units. On the disbandment of the corps 
he .enlisted in the French regular army, 
was wounded, and was twice mentioned 
for bravery. After the siege of Paris he 
served with the Republican troops outside 
the capital, and in the 69th Regiment of 
the Line he was one of the first to break 
through into Paris on the fall of the 
Commune, For his conduct in this action 
he got Leigon of Honour. After 
another year’s military service he took up 
practice in Sligo, but in 1874 emigrated 
to the United States, and on the voyage

Book Smugglers. 


In addition to their multifarious duties, 
Free State Customs officers are now 
charged with the duty of prohibiting the 
importation of censored publications. No 
doubt, many ingenions dodges will be 
attempted to smuggle the prohibited books. 
I am sure that false jackets or camou- 
flaged covers will be used to outwit the 
officers. Incidentally, at one time hooks 
were dutiable in this country. Books 
which were printed prior to 1801 were 
taxed at the rate of £1 per hundredweight, 
while th. rate for those printed later than 
1801 was £5 per hundredweight. In 1830 
a lJarge seizure was made at Dublin of 
books which were declared by the importers 
to be printed before 1801. However, a 
detailed examination of some of the 
volumes revealed the fact that they had 
been equipped with false title pages.

FAILURE ON THE 
GREAT ICE WALL. 


IMPRESSIVE PICTURE OF 


MANY DIFFICULTIES,

Last Saturday we published a dispatch from 
our yc omg: with the Kanchenjunga 
climbers, dated May 11, which described the 
failure to establish Camp III. on the first 
terrace of the north ridge above the great 
ice wall. An avalanche of ice broke off from 
the wall while a party was approaching it 
over the snow slopes from Camp II. It 
swept down upon them, catching and killing 
the porter Chetian. The avalanche also de- 
stroyed the lower stages of the route up the 
ice wall which had been hacked out by 
Smythe, Wieland, Hoerlin, Schneider and 
Du Vanel during the previous week. The 
danger of further avalanches persuaded the 
climbers to abandon the attack on the north 
ridge and to move across the Kanchenjunga 
glacier to the west ridge. 


(three days earlier than the foregoing). It 
is to be presumed that the runner carrying it 
met with greater difficulties in his journey 
over the Kang Pass than his successor. This 
despatch describes the establishment of Camp 
I. on the glacier and Camp II. at the 
head of the glacier, and the preparatory work 
carried out on the ice wall. It also reveals 
much of the topography of the mountain, 
hitherto Ghné and conveys an impres- 
sive picture of the terrible difficulties which 
face the climbers.

KANCHENJUNGA CAMP I1., May 8. 

I ain hard at it writing this in Camp I1., 
20,000 leet up on May 8, Since leaving the 
ase camp on May 1 many things have 
happened. Like the first Everest Expedition, 
we have combined reconnaissance with an 
attempt to climb Kanchenjunga. No one 
had explored or seen the head of the Kanchen- 
junga giacier, but Detglas  Freshtield 
speculated on the possibility of climbing the 
mountain from that direction, suggesting that 
the rocky shelves might lead easily to the 
column separating Kanchenjunga from the 
twins. From the peak above the base camp 
we had noticed the possibility of reaching 
the north ridge from the great snow terrace 
stretching across the entire face of ithe 
mountain. But this terrace is defended by 
a huge ice wall, nearly 1,000 feet thick. On 
the practicability of climbing this ice wali 
rests ihe fate of the Expedition, as no other 

route appears possible. 
A MYSTERIOUS MALADY. 

We left the base camp in perfect weather, 
but without Hoerlin Schneider and Richter, 
who were unwell. Frau Dyhrenfurth stayed 
behind to supervise the dispatch of provisions 
and equipment to the high camps. Our way 
led through a maze of moraines, but the 
conspicuous cairns erected by Schneider 
previously served to point the way. ‘Thence 
our route followed a snowy corridor, where 
the aimosphere, combined with the blazing 
sun, afflicted several of us with the 
mysterious malady known as Glacier Lassi- 
tude. According to scientists, this is caused 
by the iack of oxygen in snowy hollows, 
owing to its absorption by water vapour. 

AN UNKNOWN MOUNTAIN. 

As we ascended the glacier, there came 
into view an unknown mountain to the west, 
about 23,000 feet high, serene and stately, 
with snewy ridges converging to a lovely 
summit of purest snow, We named it 
Madonna Peak, Owing to the danger of ice 
avalanches from hanging glaciers, we made 
Camp 1 on the glacier, Dyhrenfurth, luckily, 
escaped serious injury when he fell into a 
snow-covered crevasse. Himalayan crevasses 
are far more artfully concealed than Alpine 
crevasses. The most expert eye is often un- 
able to detect the smooth piecrust of snow 
bridges, which collapse without warning under 
the mountaineer. 

It was a beautiful evening at Camp 1, Peak 
after peak peered shyly through the misty 
shawls and the icy bastions of Kanchenjunga 
jutted defiantly out into space thousands of 
feet above our heads, like the prows of some 
ghostly mid-aerial feet. Possibly our 
wsthetic enjoyment of the evening was partly 
due to the best meal our cook has produced 
since Darjeeling—-soup, sausages, sauerkraut, 
chips and trifle, consisting of plum cake 
deluged with custard. Only the bread, which 
dates from Darjeeling, and is green with age, 
remains a source of depression to the 
expedition. 

WALL 4,000 FEET HIGH. 

On May 2 we pushed on to Camp 2, 
turning the corner of the Twins, and gazing 
for the first time up to the head of Kanchen- 
junga glacier. Kanchenjunga allows little 
latitude, Here were no easy rock slopes 
leading to the north ridge, but stark pre- 
cipices, seamed with gleaming ice couloirs— 
a hopelessly unassailable wall, 4,000 feet high. 
Only from the first terrace is there any 
chance, and, as I before, the 
great ice wall defending terrace must 
first be surmounted. 

For two miles it stretched a clean-cut barrier 
reef, but at the extreme eastern end it be- 
comes more broken, bearing downwards not 
in one wall, but in a series of shattered waves 
and escarpments. To surmount this icefall, 
which is more formidable than  any- 
thing any of has ever tackled in 
the Alps, is the Expedition’s greatest 
problem. A toil up a steep moraine 
and burning snow slopes brought up to Camp 
[. It is difficult to imagine a finer situation. 
Directly above is the face of Kanchenjunga, 
10,000 feet high, with its freizes of gleaming 
ice, topped by final pyramids of rock, where 
clouds chase furiously across, or the snow is 
torn off in writhing streamers, telling of the 
hurricane force of the winds. All round us 
is rock and snow and ice, ordered only by 
the forces of decay and gravity—forces that 
are rendered terribly audible, as huge masses 
of ice and rock thunder down day and night 
to destruction. 

PORTER FOUND IN CREVASSE. 

Against orders one porter at Camp I. 
wandered away for a short stroll, and fell 
into a concealed crevasse. Fortunately, 
Smythe was also out on a short stroll, and 
heard his crie¢ and located him. He was 30 
feet down, but was soon hauled out un- 
damaged, except for severe shock and some 
bruises and cuts and slight frostbite. Though 
sent back to the base camp, he returned and 
insisted on carrying on. Such is the spirit of 
our porters. Ill-fortune overtook us, as Kurz 
was unwell some days, and has decided to 
return to the base camp. His icemanship 
would be invaluable on the ice wall. This 
misfortune was followed by the worst blow of 
all, when, on the morning of May 3rd. 
Dybrenfarth was also forced to re- 
tire to the base camp, owing to a 
bad throat. Like Kurz, he hung on pluckily 
to the last moment. Thus, the only fit men 
now are Wieland, Du Vanel, Wood Johnson, 
Hannah, and Smythe. 

“ We decided to push Camp I. higher, so 
Wood Johnson and Wieland and § ythe 
explored the icefall above the camp, after 
strenuous cutting on hard ice, Smythe dis- 
covered an easy way of avoiding the icefall 
altogether. Camp Í. was finally established 
on a snow plateau above the icefall at 
20,000 feet. From this point we have begun

EVERAL signif.cant facts emerge from | 

the Budget speech of Mr. Pollock, the | 
Northern Chancellor of the Exchequer. 
The most important one is that the warn- 
ing signal has been hoisted, the Minister 
stating that the financial position of the 
province has reached the verge of danger- 
point. He said that he felt it his duty 
to impress upon all local authorities and 
ratepayers of the Six Counties that the 
limit of State assistance had been reached, 
and that they must rely Ana their own 
resources for any contemplated expendi- 
ture, the only alternative being heavy 
additional taxation. 

This confession of inability to help 
relief schemes in the existing depressed 
state of industry and agriculture must 
have come as a shock to those who, un- 
aware of the limited resources of 
Northern Exchequer, imagined that Great 
Britain would always be ready and willi 
to foot their bills. Another fact which 
ilustrates the diminishing importance of 
Ulster in British eves 1s that the contribu- 
tion to imperial services, fixed at 
£8.000,000 in 1920, has decreased to 
£150,000 in 1930, — 

This has been the cause of many a jibe 
at Ulster members in Westminster, When 
the annual contribution reaches vanishing 
point, and subesquently becomes a minus 
quantity, what will happen? At present 
the balancing of a Budget is more or less 
a simple matter, but it will be different 
when the stream of gold from across the 
Channel ceases to flow. The ominous 
shadow of Mr. Snowden, the Imperial 
Chancellor, seems to be falling across the 
Northern province. 


BELFAST SHIPBUILDING. 


The launching of the Ebano this week 
at Messrs. Harland and Wolff’s Queen’s 
Island shipyard brings into prominence 
the wonderful resources of the company in 
accomplishing quick work. It was only 
on the last day of February that the keel 
of the vessel, which is 2,500 tons dead- 
weight, was laid down, and it is expected 
that she will be ready for her trials by 
the end of June, the total time for build- 
ing thus being just four months. The 
Ebano has been constructed for the Ebano 
Oil Company, her principal dimensions 
being 290 feet in lencth, with a 47 feet 
beam and a moulded depth of 19 feet 
6 inches. She will be propelled by a 
triple-expansion reciprocating engine of 
1,250 indicated horse-power. 

Many interesting features are included 
in her internal economy for labour saving, 
and in every way she has been equip 
for speedy and efficient service in carrying 
asphalt im bulk. Congratulations are due 
to all concerned on such an excellent per- 
formance. It provides another instance of 
the pre-eminence of Belfast’s shipbuilding 
yards, Although the shipbuilding industry 
is so much depressed, it is gratifying to 


know that all the yards on the Lagan are 
busily occupied. This is one happy 
circumstance for which the Northern 
Government, by reason of its assistance, 
can claim a ‘good deal of credit.

Our position now is that, with the non- 
arrival of this vital bandapast, we have only 
one week's food left for the Europeans. Also 
many important articles of equipment are 
included in this disaster. The climbers will 
be forced to do without many essentials and 
luxuries which mean so much. There is still 
hope; for Wood Johnson and Hannah are 
being despatched post-haste, and we know 
that if anything can be done they will do it. 
This is hard luck on Wood Johnson; for he 
has proved himself the strongest climber on 
the mountain; but the work he will do in 
getting these vital provisions through will, if 
successful, be almost a finer thing than the 
dash to the summit. i 

In the later despatch published on Satar- 
day, our Correspondent said that, thanks to 
Wood Johnson and Hannah, Colonel Tobin's 
loads were beginning to come through. 


SHOULDER HIGH. 
To-day, May 8, Wieland and Smythe, the 


sole remaining climbers, renewed the attack 
on the ice wall. After a long, hard bout of 
cutting, the lower wall was surmounted. Easy 
snow led up to the middle wall, which is 
literally overhanging for about 26 feet. 
After that there is merely about 250 feet of 
very steep ice. Smythe stood on Wieland’s 
shoulders driving a wedge into the ice as 
high as possible, and threading aca 
through a ring in the wedge, Wielawl was 
then hauled up by Smythe as by a crane 
until he could drive in another and higher 
wedge, cutting steps in the wall at the same 
time. Wieland then returned to rest, and 
his place was taken by Smythe. 

Meanwhile the party had been joined by 
Duvanel, who, although officially the ray Od 
tion’s film operator, is indefatigable in help- 
ing the climbers. Where the climbers can go 
he can follow, and, with lack, he should 
make the highest film on record. In spite of 
a heavy snowstorm, the work on the ice wall 
went. on, and when, after much gruellin 
work at 21,500 feet, the climbers retreated, 
with clothes sheeted in ice and arms and 
legs numbed, the tired men could look back 
through the driving smother of snow and 
note with satisfaction the frail rope dangling 
down from a point more than half-way up 
that fierce preliminary overhanging ice wail.

Professor — O’SULLIVAN, Minister for 
Education, iu moving the money resolution 
In connection with the Vocational Education 
Bill, 1930, said that on the second stage of 
the bill he had indicated that it would cost 
from about £250,000 to £160,000 a year 
extra to the naticnal funds. 

The resolution was agreed to. 

The Vocational Education Bill 
taken in Committee. 

Mr. FAHY (Fianna Fail, Galway) moved 
un amendment to provide that courses 
arranged under the bill should include in- 
structions in the Irish language and litera- 
ture, national history, music, topography and 
folklore. 

Professor O’'SULLIVAN said that the 
amendment was unnecessary, and he objected 
in a bill that was essentially a vocational 
education bill to singling out certain things. 
The matters dealt with in the amendment 
would be adequately provided for. There was 
no reason why adults should not attend one 
course alone, such as that in the Irish 
language. 

The amendment was withdrawn. 

Mr. ANTHONY (Labour, Cork Borough) 
said that in Dublin and Cork they had very 
excellent schools of music, and they wanted 
to know whether the bill would in any way 
affect those schoois. 

Professor O'Sullivan accepted an amend- 
ment by Mr. Anthony which ensured that the 
two schools referred to would be safe. 

VOCATIONAL COMMITTEES. 

Professor O’SULLIVAN moved a series of 
amendments which, he said, provided a more 
satisfactory arrangement for the setting-up of 
the powers of the proposed Vocational Com- 
mittees. It was now proposed to reduce the 
number of members of the Vocational Com- 
mittee, who must be members of the electing 
body—the County Council in most cases— 
from eight to five. 

In connection with the rate to be struck, 
the proposal, roughly, was that the 
Vocational Committee, as a whole, would con- 
sider the scheme, and how much they would 
require from the local rate, with the corre- 
sponding grant from the Government. They 
put that up to a Special Committee called for 
a special day, known as the Estimates Com- 
mittee, which would consist of the members 
of the Vocational Committee, who were 
meumbers of the County Council. That 
Estimates Committee would have power, not 
to reduce the rate, but to refuse to increase 
it. 

The amendments were agreed to. 

LOYALTY TO THE STATE. 

Mr. CLEARY (F.F., Mayo N.) moved an 
amerdment that the declaration of alleciance 
to the Irish Free State, as embodied in the 
Acts of 1925 and of 1927, be deleted from this 
bill. This, he said, was introduced at a 
time when political feeling ran high. If the 
declaration was insisted upon, it would have 
a hampering effect on the bill, and on a num- 
ber of people who were likely to be employed 
under it. I1t was nothing more than a 
political test. 

Mr. FAHY (F.F., Galway) said that this

| test was quite unnecessary, as the Minister 


had power to remove any without 
assigning the cause. 

Professor O'SULLIVAN said that he would 
not like to take up the position that he would 
merely dismiss a person because he had certain 
views. They were only asked to declare 
allegiance to the Irish Free State and its 
Constitution as by law established. 

The amendment was defeated by 62 votes 


to 37. 
FINES ON EMPLOYERS. 

Mr. ANTHONY, for Mr. O’Connell, moved 
an amendment, providing that an employer 
who failed or neglected to give time and 
liberty to employés to attend compulsory 
courses of instruction required by the Act 
should be -fined £5 for the first offence and 
£10 for a second or subsequent offence, 
instead of the penalties provided in the bill— 
namely, twenty shillings for the first and 
forty shillings for a second or subsequent 
offence. 

Mr. GOOD (Ind., Dublin) expressed the 
view that by increasing the fine they would 
only increase the difficulty of getting em- 
ployers to do their duty. He thought that 
the fine mentioned in the section would be 
just as effective as the larger fine. | 

The amendment was eventually withdrawn. 

TEACHING THROUGH IRISH. 

Mr. FAHY (Fianna Fail, Galway) moved 
an amendment providing that continuation 
and technical education in the Gaeltacht 
should be conducted through the medium of 
Irish. 

Professor O’SULLIVAN said that from 
the point of view of policy he was in agree- 
ment with the amendment, but he was 
doubtful about the wisdom of putting it into 
the bill. As far as they had the material, 
it would be done, and it would be their 


person 


duty to provide the material. It would, 
however, be unfair to hold up the provision 
of vocational education in the Gaeltacht until 
they had the material. 

‘Lhe amendment was withdrawn. 

Mr. HEFFERNAN, for Mr. Jordan 
(Farmers, Wexford) moved an amendment 
the effect of which was to establish a shorter 
period within which the maximum amount 
to be contributed by local authorities to the 
vocational educational committees shall cease. 
Under the bill at present, he said, the pay- 
ment would cease on April 1st, 1947, the 
maximum amount t'en being sixpence in the 
pound. The amendment provided for the ceas- 
ing of the payments on April Ist, 1940, when 
the maximum payment would be fourpence 
in the pound. If necessary, an amending 


, Dill could then be introduced to extend the 


payments. 

The amendment was withdrawn, the 
Minister stating that he had no objection 
to the fixing of 1940 for the stopping of the 
payments. There would, however, have to 
be some readjustments made in connection 
with certain counties. 

The committee stage was passed, and the 
report stage will be taken on next Wednes- 
day week, 


DE-RATING AND OTHER 
COMMISSIONS.

On a vote of £7,297 to complete the sum 
necessary for Comniissions and ‘special in- 
quiries, 

Mr. MacENTEE (F.F., Dublin County) 
moved that the estimate be referred back. 
The amount asked for did not represent the 
total cost of these particular activities. There 
was to be expended an additional sum, 
bringing the total cost up to £15,759. From 
their experience of Commissions in past 
years, he thought they could abandon hope 
that these Committees of Inquiry were going 
to produce any tangible results, or that from 
the expenditure any material benefit woud 
accrue to the community. He referred to 
the abortive results of a number of Commis- 
sions. The Committee that inquired into 
the claims of ex-Service men cost £278, and 
whilst some of the recommendations made 
might easily have been acted upon, there 
was so far no benefit to the ex-Service men. 

Mr. BLYTHE said that Mr. MacEntee 
had spoken of Commissions of Inquiry as 
if the £10,900 which was provided was 
being spent on carrying out inquiries. lt 
was something like four-fifths of that sum 
which was spent on Commissions which were 
really not Commissions of Inquiry. Only 
one-fifth was spent on the type of inquiry 
to which the deputy had referred. : 

A Commission was only set up where 
there was great obscurity in regard to facts 
and the action which would be in the public 
interest. A Committee might do most useful 
work in preventing action. In the case 
of the Committee of Inquiry on 
Canals and Waterways they recommended 
action, but consideration of the report and 
other factors convinced the Government that 
it should not be taken. The Commission 
which considered the problem of governing 
Dublin City and the surrounding district pre- 
sented a report, which the Government was 
not prepared to accept. He would not say 
that the time of that Commission was wasted. 
or the money was wasted, because its inquiries 
and suggestions were availed of—some 
positively and some negatively—in framing 
legislation afterwards. . In no case had a 
Commission been set up for the mere purpose 
of postponing a problem. 


THE DE-RATING COMMISSION. 

The De-rating Commission was set up be- 
cause if was a question of great intricacy. 
There was a demand for de-rating. If that 
demand were acceded to, it would involve 
considerable financial change. In the view of 
the Government, it would also involve a 
most radical change in the system of local 
government, They were convinced that the 
present svstem could not stand at all if de- 
rating were to be carried out; andewhether 
they had complete abolition or not, it would 
involve changes that would be tantamount 
to that. 

It was certainly a matter that required 
most careful consideration, and _ required 
people outside the circle of Ministers and 
Government officials to examine it in detail 
and put their opinions on paper before fram- 
ing legislation. It seemed to him that, in 
view of the circumstance that existed in this 
country, and in view of the differences be- 
tween the conditions here and in England. 
it would be almost criminal to frame a hill 
without the type of inquiry which at present 
was going on. . 

The amendment was rejected by 62 votes 
to 34, and the vote was agreed to. 

EXAMINATIONS IN IRISH. 

On a vote of £8,445 for the Civil Service 
Commission, 

Mr. BLYTHE, referring to the case of a 
candidate for the position of boy messenger 
cited by Mr. Anthony, said that the standard 
for oral Irish in these examinations was very 
low. Any candidate who would make the 
attempt, and passed a w...ten examination in 
Irish, would very easily pass the examination 
which he was required to pass within two 
years after entry into the service. 

The estimate was passed.

A motion by Mr. LEMASS (F.F., Dublin 
S.), to refer back the vote for £70,800 re- 
uired for the expenses of the Department of 
ndustry and Commerce, was defeated by 59 


votes to 33. 

Mr. MeGILLIGAN, Minister for Industr 
and Commerce, said that he was satisfied wit 
the report published by the Electricity Supply 
Board. The Board was not under the contro! 
of his department. When the Shannon Scheme 
was being carried out there had been a 
marked disinclination on the part of certain 
would-be critics to discuss questions in the 
House, where their arguments could be dis- 
sected and met. Casual remarks were thrown 
out at hole and corner meetings in the 
country, where no attention could be paid to 
them. : 

A Mines Bill was being drafted, but the 
working of mines was not impeded by the 
absence of legislation. : 


WHAT THE DIVISION SHOWED. 

Mr. BLYTHE, Minister for Finance, moved 
a vote of £666,000 to complete the amount 
necessary to defray the cost of local loans. 
He said that it was anticipated that the 
sanctions during the year would be some- 
thing like the following :— 

Land Improvement Loans (small holdings 
not saeueel by Agricultural Credits Corpora- 
tion) —-£20,000. 

Drainage Maintenance—£5,000, 

Arterial Drainage—£50,000.

Mr. LEMASS (F.F., South Dublin) said 
that Fianna Fail were compelled to vote 
against the estimate 6n aecount of the in- 
clusion of the payment of £6,000,000 to the 
British Government under Article 5 of the 
Ultimate Financial Settlement of 1926.

A Fianna Fail motion to refer back the vote 
of £1.845,000 for old age pensions was de- 
feated by 62 votes to ód, and the estimate 
was carried. 

Mr. BLYTHE, Minister for Finance, ex- 
plained that the increase over last vear of 
£25,200 was due to allowances for certain 
small increases in the number of pensions, 
and a slight increase in the average rate of 
pension paid. 

Mr. MacENTEE (F.F., 
complained that the pensions’ officers 
sometimes interpreted the regulations too 
stringently, and with too little sympathy for 
the applicant. 

Mr. ANTHONY (Labour, Cork Boro’), 
supported the motion to refer back the vote, 
becanse, he said, the method of calculating 
age and means was very questionable. Young 
people, with a sense of responsibility to their 
aged parents, had their dutiful obligations 
measured against the pension to their parents. 

Major WOLFE (Government, Kildare), 
said that he had heard of no dissatisfaction 
in his district with the way in which the Act 
was being administered. At the beginning 
persons received pensions who did not need 
them, and it was difficult now to remove such 
persons from the list. He did not think 
that the pensions officers prevented persons 
who were entitled to pensions from 
getting them; on the contrary, he had 
come to the conclusion that the 
officers went to a great deal of trouble to 
get pensions for those who were entitled to 
them. The pensioners were given every 
chance of making a good case for pensions 
In every way, so far as he could see, the 
Act was working well, and it was: appre- 
ciated, 

WHY A PENSION WAS STOPPED. 

Sir JAMES CRAIG (Ind., Dublin Univer- 
sity) mentioned the case of an old man who 
came to him complaining that his old age 
pension had been stopped. He had been 
received into a Home, where he was clothed 
and fed and given eightpence a week for 
tobacco. The man appealed to him to see 
the Chairman of the Pensions Board on his 
behalf. He wrote to the Chairman suggesting 
that, under the circumstances, th: old man 
should be given a small sum, but he received 
no answer. He asked the Minister whether 
that was not a case in which he was entiiled 
to ask that the poor man shouad receive some 
small sum to pay his tramfare and such like. 

Mr. CLERY (F.F., Mayo N.) said that 
very often the means of applicants were 
valued too high. 

Mr. HASLETT (Ind., Monaghan) said that 
the Act had been of ‘great benefit to 
the class that the poor laws did not 
cover. The irony of the situation was 
that persons who had worked hard 
all their lives were left without 
pensions, while those who had squandered 
their means received pensions. He thought 
that a more liberal interpretation might be 
given tu the existing Act, and that, if deserv- 
ing old people were given a few shillings a 
week, such extravagance would not ruin the 
State. 

Mr. O'REILLY (F.F., Kerry) said that 
the appearance of a house was often taken 
into account when estimating the means of 
an applicant. If that kind of thing were 
to prevail, then houses would be allowed to 
fall into a bad state in order that a pension 
should be obtained.

| MR. BLYTHE ON THE QUESTION 


OF MEANS. 
Mr. BLYTHE. in concluding the debate, 


said that a great number of cases must be 
border-line cases, and dissatisfaction with a 
decision must result; but he could only say 
that. in general. the Acts were being sym- 
pathetically administered. The increase in 
the number of pensioners was small, and they 
were anticipating an increase this year of 
about 250. 

Maintenance in a working-class home was 
not estimated-at such a value as to render an 
applicant inadmissible for a pension, and he 
felt sure that maintenance in the vast majority 
of such homes in Dublin would not prevent 
an apphcant from getting a full pension. 
Everything that could be done had been done 
to ensure that in calculating the value of a 
farm the decision was fair, and he did not 
believe that -people had had their means 
assessed high because of the appearance of 
their houses. 

The removal of the means qualification 
would double the pensions bill, and they 
could not contemplate removing it. They 
must be prepared to suffer the apparent un- 
fairness of a man who had been thrifty and 
hard-working being penalised because of his 
thrift and hard work. 

The doctors who were set down to inspect 
blind cases were not too strict and there 
was no attempt to confine the pensions to 
applicants who were stone blind, or nearly so. 

Every pension granted. meant an outlay of 
£150 or £200 to the State, and any proposition 
which involved an exrenditure of that nature 
had to be examined with care.

EXPENSES AT GENEVA. 

Mr. MeGILLIGAN moved for a vote of 
£4,650 to complete the sum necessary to de- 
fray the experses of the Kree State at the 
League of Nat’ons. 

Mr. LEMASS (F.F., Dublin, 8.), opposing 
the vote, said that he could not see that any 
advantace was being ga’ned by the citizens 
of the Free St-te from, their membership of 
the League. Fianna Fail were, in fact, in- 
clined to doubt the utility of the League from 
the point of view of international good-will. 
The League had now 'targely become an in- 
stitution for the propagation cf free trade 
ideas. 

He asked if the Minister had taken anv 
action at the League to assist the people of 
India in their struggle to obtain the inde- 
pendence of their country. The only indi- 
eation of the Government’s opinion. which 
had been given in that House on the subject 
of Ind’a had been the sneers of the Minister 
lor external affairs, and occasionally other 
Ministers. who seemed to think it a matter 
for laughter. scorn and deris‘on. 

One of the purposes for which the Teague 
was supposed to exist was to rectify the 
grievances of minorities. There was a 
minerity in this country, a certain section of 
the population of the six north-east. counties, 
who were of opinion that they suffered 
political disabilities hecause of their religion. 
It should be the duty of the Minister for 
External Affairs to take up this question 
with the League of Nations, whether he was 
asked to do so or not. 

Mr. CARNEY (Fianna Fai!, Donegal) said 
that it should he the duty of their repre- 
sentatives at Geneva to ficht the case of the 
minoritv in the six counties to the best of 
their ability. but that was not being done, 

GOODWILL AND FREE TRADE. 

Mr. ANTHONY (Labour, Cork Borough) 
thought that they were beginning to ignore 
the real purpose of the League, which was 
the promotion cf mutual goodwill between 
nations which were represented at the con- 
ference. On the question of the advocacy. of 
free trade, he understood that the Free State 
delegates were not bound to abide by a 
decision on that matter. It was merely an 
expression of opinion by one of the delegates 
at Geneva. It was a very debatable question. 
Thev did know that the setting up of trade 
barriers between nations had had very evil 
results in the past. but it did not at the 
same time prevent this country from adopt- 
ing any. fiscal policy they chose. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN, in concluding the 
debate. said that since the Shibbercen Eagle 
go far forgot its sense of humour as to keep 
its eve on the Tsar of Russia there had been 
nothing £0 ridiculous as Air. Lemass s con- 
tribution to this debate. 

Mr. LEMASS—tThe arguments used in 1922 
are being forgotten now. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN—The deputy is over.

IMPORTATION OF 
GERMAN OATS.

MINISTER’S STATEMENT IN 
THE DAIL. 


In the Dail vesterday, 
Major MYLES (Indpt., Donegal) asked the 


Minister for Agriculture whether his atten- 
tion had been called to the reports in the 
daily Press that a large cargo of German 
oats had been landed in Dublin, and that 
further cargoes were to follow, and if he 
proposed to take any steps in the matter. 

Mr. HOGAN—I am aware that the steamer 
Smoland, direct from Konigsberg to the North 
Wall, landed three hundred tons of white 
oats and proceeded. to Belfast with part 
cargo. [have heard that another small consign. 
ment is en route. IT have reliable information 
that the export bounty on oats from Germany 
was withdrawn as from yesterday. More 
than seventy per cent. of our farmers feed 
all the oats they grow, and purchase more 
oats or equivalents, such as Indian meal. 
So far as these are concerned, the cheaper 
they can buy the raw materials the better. 
With regard to the small minority of farmers 
who sell their oats, it would be better, both 
in their own interests and in the interests 
of the country as a whole, if they adopted 
the policy of the majority and fed their 
oats. 

Major MYLES asked the Minister whether 
he considered that the farmers of Donegal

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FORT DUNLOP. 


VISITED BY IRISH 
AGENTS. 
_——~@—_—— 


Fort Dunlop, on the outskirts of Birming- 
ham, was visited on last Tuesday by a party 
of about forty Dublin and provincial agents 
at the invitation of the Dunlop Company. 
The Dunlop estate in this part of the world 
comprises some four hundred acres, part of 
which aré devoted to housing and recreation 
grounds for the ten thousand employés. 

The visitors, who were in charge of Mr. 
J. A. Taylor, Irish regional manager, Dunlop 
Kubber Company, spent an interesting time 
in witnessing Operations. They first saw 
the raw rubber as it arrived from the com- 
pany’s rubber plantations in Malaya, and 
then its preparation before being made into 
tubes. Tn another department the visitors 
were introduced to the manufacture of tennis 
balls, and the process employed was watched 
with much interest, particularly that portion 
of it by which the balle are inflated, 

A HUGE STORE. 

The storage accommodation is of gigantic 
proportions. The manufactured products of 
the factery are housed in a building of eight 
storeys, having an area of approximately 
600,000 square feet. From here are despatched 
the products of the factory. to all parts of 
the world. 

The tyre department was also visited, and 
here was seen the building up of the well- 
known product of the company. The cut- 
ting of the canvas manufactured in the com- 
pany’s own mills at Rochdale, Lan -ashire, 
where there are 3,000 employés, was the first 
process to which the visitors were intro- 
duced. Then followed the joining of these 
strips, the reinforcing, and finally the placing 
on of the outer rubber cover. 

Machinery is used for almost every pos- 
sible operation. The workers are paid at 
piece rates, which makes it possible for the 
output to meet the growing demand; yet 
each operation is so carried out, supervised 
and examined that it is almost impossible for 
a faulty tyre to enter the despatch depart- 
ment, 

i A WARM WELCOME. 

Following their tour, the visitors were re- 
ceived by Mr. H. Shankhill, sales director. 
He ext-nded te them a very warm welcome 
and regretted that their stay’ was so short. 
He hoped, however, that their inspection of 
tyre and tube n.cking proved interesting. 

While in Dublin recently he noticed that 
nothing was being done in regard to the 
scheme which the company had adopted and 
which was applicable to fleets of twenty-five 
or more heavy motor vehicles. The company 
representative savervised the ‘tyres of such 
fleets and guaranteed a certain mileage. He 
hoped the visitors would consider this service 
which the company was offering and which 
was working satisfactorily in England. 

Mr. 8. T. Robinson (Dublin) on behalf of 
the visitors said that they had an extremely 
interesting time, and what they had seen 
would enable them te put every confidence in 
the products of the company, as well as help 
them in making successful sales. . (Hear, 
hear.) 7

Mr. de Valera’s Return. 


In the early hours of yesterday morning 
Mr. de Valera came home, after a long 
visit to the United States. His mission 
was to thrill America with the continuing 
horrors of British rule in Ireland, and to 
collect money for a daily newspaper which 
will impart republican doctrine, pure and 
undefiled, to the Irish people. The 
mission, he announces, has been successful, 
and, no doubt, he will make haste to 
unfold the triumphs of his pilgrimage. 
In return, Mr. de Valera’s colleagues will 
have some news for him. To his first 
question, ‘‘ Stands Ireland where she 
did?” they will be able to reply, “On 
the whole, yes.” The months of his 
absence have seen losses and gains, On 
the one hand, the result of the Free State 
Government’s new loan has been dis- 
appointingly prosperous, On the other 
hand, that Government, in the crisis over 
old age pensions, received a sharp lesson ; 
and a prominent barrister has been 
received into the true fold. The answer 
to Mg. de Valera’s second question— 
“How did you get on without me ?’’—will 
demand some tact. His lieutenants will 
be required to submerge in agreeable 
phrases the truth that Fianna Fáil has 
not suffered through the lack of Mr, de 
Valera’s leadership.

Tariffs and Empire. 

The Congress of the Federation of 
Chambers of Commerce of the British 
Empire has met to deliberate upon com- 
mercial relations within the Empire. One 
motion embodies the pith of the whole 
situation. It has been submitted “' that 
the various Governments be urged to 
examine into their own fiscal policies 
without delay, with a view to ascertaining 
in what respects they may be amended 
in the interests of the trade of other 
portions of the Empire, with due regard to 
the integrity of their commerce.” The 
next general election in Britain will 
be fought on the question of ‘‘ safeguard- 
ing ' as the precursor of Empire Free 
Trade fortified. by external tariffs. 
“ Safeguarding,” if it is interpreted 
in a sterile and limited sense, will be of 
little value; for it would reduce England 
and Scotland to the parochial 
pettiness and resultant difficulties as 
those that obtain to-day in Australia, 
As the thin edge of an imperial wedge, 
however, it could lead to the integrity. of 
the Commonwealth of British Nations, to 
the preservation of existing standards, and 
consequently to the peace and well-being 
of the world. Unfortunately, before this

| Utopia can be achieved, some of the 


greatest prejudices known to humanity 
must be overcome. The resolution, as 
we have shown, urges Governments “' to 
examine into their own fiscal policies’”’ 
in terms of the imperial weal. Through- 
out history nations have been strangely 
loth, when new and, in earlier times, 
unforeseen circumstances had arisen, to 
abandon those financial  shibboleths 
which in their infancy befriended them. 
The French revolution was due as much 
to the burdens of taxation as to the 
growth of “ newer thought ”; yet, when 
the Bastille fell, France’s total taxation, 
proportionate to its population, was little 
in excess of that of other countries. Its 
incidence, however, was preposterous, and 
was a distorted development of the days 
when the King of France, the Count of 
Toulouse and the Duke of Brittany held 
their respective Courts in Paris, Toulouse 
and Caen. Mutatis mutandis, we find 
to-day within the British Empire England 
shedding painfully her free trade 
doctrines, while Australia is beginning 
to wonder if intensive protection pays. 
The salvation of the Empire lies in the 


| proper orientation of the combined efforts 


of its component parts. Empire Free 
Trade is the panacea, and we must hope, 
for our own sake and for the sake of our 
fellow-Dominions, that we shall be able 
to anticipate the normal process of 
inevitability by far-sighted action. If the 
resolution before the Congress were con- 
sidered by a jury of the enlightened, it 
would be passed unanimously, with a 
rider that Empire Free Trade must he 
adopted at once as an immediate measure 
of necessary protection. 


Banned Records. 


In the Northern House of Commons 
yesterday Mr. George B. Hanna, Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to the Minister for 
Home Affairs, defended the Govern- 
ment’s ban upon certain gramaphone 
records which emanate from Soviet 
Russia. He said that the Northern 
Government did not propose to allow 
the importation of gramaphone records 
which were calculated to subvert the 
State, and he added that a like 
embargo would be placed upon cinema- 
tograph films. We have some sympathy 
with the Northern Government, but we 
fear that its prohibition of objectionable 
gramaphone records hardly will have the 
desired result. Modern science has given 
a great fillip to the art of propaganda. 
Anybody who has a sufficiently powerful 
receiving set can listen every evening to 
programmes which are broadcast from 
Moscow or Leningrad, and, if the 
Bolsheviks wish to disseminate their 
poisonous doctrines over the ether, even 
Sir Dawson Bates will be powerless to 


useless for purposes of tannery. Accord- 
ingly, the tanners are reluctant to accept 
warbled hides from the merchants, who 
are compelled to offer breeders a lower 
scale of payment for such hides. There is 
only one remedy for this disturbing state 
of affairs.

WEST COAST 
ACCIDENTS. 


ALLOCATIONS MADE FROM 
RELIEF FUND.

A meeting of the trustees of the West Coast 
Disaster National (Relief) Fund was held 
recently, and was attended by the Archbishop 
of Tuam (in the chair), the Most Rev. Dr. 
Naughton, Sir John Lumsden, Monsignor 
McAlpine, the Very Rev. Father Quinn, the 
Very Rev. Father dd, Professor Culverwell, 
Sir Joseph Glynn, the Rev. Father Diskin, 
Mr. A. A. Hall, Mr. T. C. McDonogh, Mr. 
I. C. Moriarty, and Mr. John Healy. 

It was i" SEN that since the accident in 
October, 1927, to the 30th April, 1930, money 
allocations were made to the dependents in 
the respective areas, ge Fogé sa County 
Mayo, £1,577; Inniskea, £1,380; Rosadillisk, 
County Galway, £1,892; Innishboffin, £1,403— 
while the expenditure on the provision of new 
boats, nets, and other gear, to replace those 
lost or injured, amounted to £1,324. 

In addition the trustees purchased from 
the Department of Lands and Fisheries a 
fishing trawler to replace one lost in Galway 
Bay on the same occasion, and had the 
necessary repairs carried out, at a total cost 
of £150. 

In the case of the subsequent accident at 
Aran, County Galway, early in January, 1923, 
when two men were drowned, the trustees 
agreed to consider the dependents as subjects 
for relief from the Fund. The widow and 
children in each case have received to the 
50th April last £194 and £171 respectively. 
A boat was also supplied to the survivor of 
the accident to replace the one lost, in which 
he was part owner, together with the 
necessary gear. 

Another accident occurred off the coast of 
Innishboftin, County Donegal, on 29th June, 
1929, resulting in the drowning of three 
fishermen. ‘The circumstances were tragic, 
the boat being run down by an unknown 
trawler, and the trustees decided to make 
inquiries into the condition of the families of 
the three men. In the result it was found 
that only one family was dependent, and a 
sum of £52 per annum has been allocated. 
The Committee also arranged to replace by a 
new boat and gear the one that was lost on 
the occasion. 

Further substantial allocations for the 
coming year were fixed and approved for the 
various dependents. 

The trustees are satisfied, notwithstanding 
some individual complaints, that they have 
exercised liberal, if not generous, distributions 
from the Fund placed at their disposal, to 
meet the 
dependents in the several areas affected by 
the accident of October, 1927. All the boats, 
nets, and gear lost or injured on the occasion 
have been fuliy replaced. 

The accounts for the year ended Slst 
December, 1929, were duly audited by 
Messrs. Kean and Co., chartered accountants, 
Dame street, Dublin.

THE FISHING RAIDS.

Srr,—None of the accounts which have 
been published concerning the latest raid by 
oink fishing boats off the coast of Wex- 
ford has mentioned a very disgraceful fact— 
that the bait found in the French lobster 
pots, which were captured by the Kilmore 
quay fishermen, was the bodies, or parts of 
bodies, of the wild birds which breed on the 
Great Saltee Island. Not content with 
robbing the poor fishermen of almost the only 
source of living left to them—the lobster 
fishing—these raiders must break the law in 
another direction.

These would be occasional 
visitors to the island. We are now faced 
with a new menace, which may be of con- 
stant occurrence. 

I hope that some means will be found of 
dealing properly with these French raiders, 
who have no respect for the feelings of a

Surprise 
was expressed that, when asked for an 
explanation of some figures which he hai 
given, he could not rise to the occasion, 
whereupon they were supplied by Sir 
Oswald Mosley. All these points were 
discussed to-day, and it was mentioned 
also that the discomfort of the Prime 
Minister seemed to be shared by Mr. 
Thomas and other Ministers. The 
Government, it was remarked, was lucky 
t ohave secured a better majority than it 
expected, though the figures were due to 
little more than party loyalty. | 


The Conservatiue Party. 


It is understood that Mr. J. C. David- 
son, whose resignation from his position 
as Chairman of the Conservative Party 
organisation has been mentioned since 
Monday, told Mr. Baldwin some time avo 
that he wished to be relieved of his duties 
as soon as possible, or, at latest, by the 
end of the summer. It is understood that 
Mr. Baldwin, while he has not agree 
formally to part with Mr. Davidson, is 
conferring with his colleagues about the 
future of the party organisation. Mr. 
Davidson went to the Conservative offics 
in order to carry out a very large scheme 
of reorganisation, and this he has done. 
He is now of the opinion that, as his work 
is completed, he is entitled to retire. Dts- 
cussions are taking place among tha 
leaders of the Party about his successor, 
and a view widely held is that the new 
Chairman ought to be a man with an out- 
standing personality. It is probably this 
idea which has led to the suggestion that 
Lord Lloyd shall succeed Mr. Davidson. 
The whole organisation of the Central Con- 
servative office may come under review, 
but it is intended that the new Chairman, 
whosoever he be, shall not be asxecl 
to undertake any great amount of or- 
ganising or administrative work, but 
merely to keep in close touch with tha 
rank and file of the Party. 


A New Hotel. 


Some time ago I mentioned a posst- 
bility that the shipping and railway com- 
panies would build hotels in the West 
End, and it is announced to-day that Mr. 
k. W. Beatty, President of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway Company, who has arrived 
in London from Canada, wishes to build 
an hotel of the most ultra-modern type, 
containing at least one thousand rooms. 
The hotel will follow the design of the 
Royal York Hotel at Toronto, which was 
opened by the Prince of Wales during his 
last visit to Canada ; this means that there 
will be a central tower some twenty-eight 
storeys from the ground. A conferences 
room, large enough to seat six thousand 
people, and nine floors of suites of rooms 
—each with a bathroom—will be the main 
accommodation of the hotel; but on tha 
top floors there will be a great number 
less costly rooms, furnished in a lavistt

Toronto can accommodate twelve thousand 
people at once without a suggestion “ 
crowding.

POLICE FIRE. WOUNDING 
FOUR PERSONS.

CALCUTTA, Thursday. 


The introduction of the Railway Board’s 
monthly wages system into the Last 
Indian Railway workshops at Lillooah was 
responsible for serious disturbances this 
afternoon, as a result of which the police 
opened fire, wounding four people. The 
mob, consisting of four thousand people, 
mostly workers, set fire to two railway 
carriages, one of which was burned. 

It is stated that the majority of the 
workers resented the system, over which 
there was an altercation, and as a result 
Mr. Sardar, who is a member of the Rail- 
way Welfare Committee, was assaulted. 
A number of men who came to his rescue 
were received with brickbats and pieces of 
iron. The works office was besieged by a 
large crowd, who stoned it, while 
Kuropean officers who came to the spot 
were attacked by the crowd, several being 
injured. Police pickets were also attacked 
by the mob, whereupon fire was. opened. 

The situation was got under control on 
the arrival of the District Magistrate and 
the Police Superintendent with reinforce- 
ments.

DENMARK AS A 
COMPETITOR.

In a leading article the Financial News 
of to-day says ;—bBoth on account of the 
marked contrasts between the predominant 
forms of production in the two countries 
and because of their geographical relation- 
ship,-it would be unnatural if there were 
not a large volume of trade between Great 
Britain and the Irish Free State. In point 
of fact, the statistics of foreign trade 
in the Free State, which have been kept 
separately since 1922, show that an over- 
whelmingly large proportion of that trade 
is with this country. 

The importance of Great Britain, both 
as buyer and seller to the Free State, is 
shown by the fact that in 1929 she 
obtained 68 per cent. of all her imports 
from us, and sent to us no less than 82 
per cent. of all her exports. 


DANISH COMPETITION. 

Large as is the existing volume of trade 
between this country and the Free State 
relatively to her population, it is not en- 
tirely satisfactory from the standpoint of 
inter-imperial development that Denmark, 
especially in the case of butter and bacon, 
should so greatly prevail in competition. 
This must be mainly attributed to the 
greater efficiency of the Danish producer, 
and the remedy thus lies with the Irish 
prodncer, 

But in Ireland there is a feeling that 
there are other factors which might con- 
duce to a greater total and a wider range 
of trade between us. Mr. McGilligan, the 
Free State Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, has recently said that while 
they are disposed to look to England for 
goods which they cannot economically 
manufacture for themselves rather than 
to any other country, they expect England 
will follow the same policy in regard to 
themselves. But he also pointed to one 
fact of special importance, if it be as he 
believes. 


ENGLISH MANUFACTURERS’ 
FAILURE. ; 

He declared that English manufacturers 
failed to obtain orders in Ireland because 
they seemed unwilling to tender, and only 
did so when specially invited. This 
neglect of an opportunity is not only a 
loss to the English manufacturer. It will, 
to some extent, also react on the purchases 
which we make from the Free State, and 
so on the quantity of Irish dairy produce 
sold in the English market. 


HATRY AT THE 
GUILDHALL. 


EVIDENCE IN GIALDINI 
CASE. _

Clarence Hatry, Edmund Daniels, 
Albert Edward Tabor and John Dixon 
were among the witnesses called to the 
Guildhall Police Court, London, yester- 
day to give evidence in the case affecting 
John Gialdini.

His extradition could not be 
carried out, us he was arrested by the 
Italian authorities for trial in his own 
country. 

The evidence was heard in camera in 
the same court where the proceedings 
against Hatry and his associates took 
place before they were committed for trial 
at the Old Bailey. They wore their 
private clothes and were brought to the 
Guildhall Police Station in taxi-cabs. 
There they waited until they were called 
into court.

Hatry, who wore a smartly-cut brown 
suit with a black tie, and was hatless, 
was the first to be called, and was the 
cnly one of the four who gave evidence 
yesterday.

ELABORATE PRECAUTIONS

CALCUTTA, Thursday. 

The draw for this year’s Derby sweep 
of the Calcutta Turf Club will take place 
in the members’ stand on the Calcutta 
Racecourse on Saturday at 10 p.m. local 
time (5.50 p.m. London time), and will 
probably not conclude until after mid- 
night. The draw will be for the ninety- 
four horses left in the race after the second 
forfeit on March 25th, as, although the 
final forfeit took place on May 2ist, the 
Turf Club works only on the written, not 
the telegraphed, record. Thus also ‘the 
prizes will not be paid out until. three 
weeks after the receipt of the official report 
from the English Jockey Club, in order 
to avoid the possibility of error.

BULL FIGHT 
“BARRACKED.” 


FREE FIGHTS AND 
ARRESTS. 
BROKEN HEADS AND 
DISLOCATED LIMBS, 
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From Revuter’s CoRRESPONDENT, 
i MELUN, Thursday. 

The local municipality has organised 
bull fights for to-day, to-morrow and Sun- 
day, the proceeds to go to a fund for sum- 
mer holidays for school children: This 
has excited the ire of members of the 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals, who decided to “ barrack” the 
fights on behalf of the bulls, ~ 

Fifteen motor chars-a-bancs, containing 
in all 600 pro-bull enthusiasts, sped from 
Paris to Melun this afternoon. The 600 
entered the arena, where 8,000 “' Asiciona- 
dos’”’—bull fight enthusiasts—were al- 
ready gathered. Despite special police 
arrangements a,» series of incidents 
occurred. 

First of all, 30 members of the Society 
for Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 
tried to enter the arena before the pro- 
ceedings had begun. They were ejected 
by the police. Then the ceremonial entry 
of the bull fighters into the ring was 
greeted by loud whistles, which resulted 
in a free fight between the “ Asicionados’”’ 
and the “ Humanitarians.’’ 

The bull fight proceeded, but as it .ent 
on the police found it 1-ecessary to arrest 
a number of persons. 

SMOKE BOMB IN ARENA. 

During the fight the police arrested a 
man who threw a smoke bomb into the 
arena. Both officials and _ spectators 
became alarmed, as they thought an out- 
break of fire had occurred, 

In the end the actudl fight took place, 
but none of the bulls was killed, and even 
the toreadors did not use their banderillos— 
small pieces of wood adorned with feathers 
and with a sharp point. It was a charm- 
ing and harmless bull fight, such as the 
learned might call “ad usum delphini”’ 
(very respectable); but, if blood did not 
flow in the arena, a real fight took place 
in the seats. A good round dozen heads 
were broken, seven or eight limbs were 
dislocated, the dentist will benefit by six 
new patients, and, finally, there will be 
many cases of hoarseness causedl by excess 
of indignation. when a Republican Guard 
was quite badly pierced in the hand by 
one of the demonstrators, who, no doubt, 
preferred to injure men rather than bulls. 

Indeed, one of these harmless protestants 
was found to have a pin six inches long 
in his possession. A Republican Guard’s 
horse was injured in the stomach by a 
knife wound inflicted by a person who did 
not wish the horses to be hurt by the 
bulls. 

All the demonstrators were released this 
evening.

WASHINGTON, Thursday, 

A heated debate arose in thé Senate to- 
day over the action of the members of 
both Houses who have been conferring 
concerning the Tariff Bill in agreeing 
upon a new flexible provision which would 
broaden considerably the powers of the 
President and restrict the authority of 
the Tariff Commission. 

The discussion reached a climax when 
Mr. Watson (Indiana), the Republican 
leader, declared that he ‘‘ imagined ”’ 
Mr. Hoover would sign the Tariff Bill, 
even thoug he preferred a different 
“ flexible provision ’’ clause. 

Mr. Harrison (Mississippi), a Demo- 
crat, attacked the new provision, shout- 
ing: ‘* The. President is hungry for more 
power,” 

THE NEW PROVISION, 

The proposal would authorise the Tariff 
Commission to recommend increases and 
decreases in the rates up to fifty per cent., 
and the President could approve or let 
them lapse by inaction. He would not 
be required to disapprove a Commission 
finding if he saw fit, as under the original 
plan. 

The sixty-day period allowed for action 
is deleted, together with the section 
which would have allowed the Commis- 
sion rate to become effective if the Presi- 
dent neither approved ner disapproved it 
within sixty days. 
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THE NAVAL PACT. 


AMERICAN SENATORS AND 
RESERVATIONS.

WASHINGTON, Thursday. 

Mr, Hale has closed the hearings of the 
Sernate’s Naval Committee on the London 
Treaty. While the Foreign Relations 
Committee is preparing a favourable 
report on the Treaty, against which Mr. 
Borah expects only one or two votes, the 
Naval Committee has heard its final 
handful of Witnesses once more voice un- 
favourable opinions to the Pact. 

Admiral Bobison took the lead in 
testifying that the United States would 
get insufficient eight-inchers and too many 
six-inchers. He argued that the con- 
cessions to Japan der the Treaty 
amounted to a partial surrender of 
American sovereignty in the Philippines. 

GIVING JAPAN AN ADVANTAGE. 

He said: “ We practically hold the 
Philippines on sufferance. In view of 
these concessions I can see no conclusive 
reason why we should give Japan this 
advantage so far as the Philippines are 
concerned. We are worse off in every 
combatant vessel, We will find ourselves 
in insurmountable difficulties in the Far 
East. I do not mean we would lose a 
war, but we would have a hard time 
winning it.” 

Both Mr. Hale and Senator Oddie, of 
Nevada, indicated that they thought reser- 
vations to the Treaty were necessary. 

The Senate has passed the bill providing 
380 million dollars for the Navy.

DOZENS VOTE 
THOUSANDS. 


“MONEY TALKS” IN 


UNDERTONES. 
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From Our Spsctat Representative. 

Having spent some three hours wading 
through a morass of estimates, the 
deputies in Dail Eireann yesterday suc- 
ceeded in reaching the Vocational 
Education Bill at six o'clock in the 
evening. 

Proceedings then resolved themselves 
into an oratorical point counter point be- 
tween Professor O'Sullivan and Deputy 
Fahy, with Professor Thrift and Deputy 
Anthony occasionally interjecting points 
of dispute, which were invariably settled 
in the most affable and complacent 
manner possible. 

A PLACID ATMOSPHERE. 

It was interesting to note that during 
the discussion of this bill, from which no 
political éelat was to be obtained, there 
was a very slender House, which at no 
time rose above a score. The faithful 
included the three members for Dublin 
University, Deputies Fahy and Moore of 
Fianna Fail, Dr. Henessy, Mr. John Good 
and Mr. Anthony. 

‘* Section one hundred and one—Deputy 
Fahy,” the Speaker would say wearily 
and Deputy Fahy would utter a few 
sentences, and the Minister utter a 
few more or lcss placatory words in reply. 
The House would then move on to Section 
one hundred and two. The bill eventually 
passed the Committee stage without a 
‘iivision. 3 
“ AND THEN THERE WERE NINE.” 

With nine members present in the 
Chamber, the House returned to the dis- 
cussion of tho estimates. 

Local loans, commissions of special 
inquiries, property losses compensation 
and half a dozen similar votes, each 1n- 
volving the expenditure of several 
thousand pounds, were rattled through 
with hardly more than a nominal resist- 
ance by the avowed Opposition. [Every 
particular vote was the signal for a sub- 
dued, almost inaudible, exchange between 
Deputy MacEntee and the Minister for 
Finance. Perhaps, it was the emptiness 
of the Chamber that caused this reverent 
lowering of voice, but such snatches as 
were audible did not suggest that any- 
thing of a controversial nature was being 
said. 

At half-past ten Deputy Lemass asked 
the Vice-President what business it was 
proposed to take to-day. 

““ Estimates,’’ said Mr. Blythe, grimly.

DAVIDSON. 


SERVICE AT [THE ABBEY. 


REMAINS CONVEYED TO 
CANTERBURY.

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London paid a reverent tribute to the 
memory of Archbishop Lord Davidson cf 
Lambeth yesterday. A simple Funeral Nei- 
vice in Westminster Abbey was attended Ly 
1epresentatives of every walk of life. Hait 
an hour Before the Service the doors had to 
be closed; crowds had gathered at all the 
entrances, and so great was the throng that 
police reinforcements were called to keep the 
entrance to the west door of the Cathedral 
clear. 

The cortége left Lord Davidson’s home, in 
Cheyne Walk, Chelsea, shortly after five 
o'clock, The coffin was almost hidden by 
flowers. Lady Davidson, Miss Mary Mulls, 
Secretary, and the Rev. J. H. Ellison, who 
had been the Archbishop’s Chaplain for 25 
years, occupied the first car. Others con- 
tained the Rev. H. and Mrs. Ellison, Mrs. 
J. H. Davidson, Miss Davidson, Mr. Randall 
Davidson, and members of the household. 
The late Archbishop’s standard floated at 
haif-mast from one of the Abbey towers. 
The muffled bells had just’ concluded a peal 
when the cortége drew up. 

Inside the Abbey every profession and 
every class of society was represented. The 
Duke of Gloucester represented the King, 
Sir Godfrey Thomas, the Prince of Waies; 
Mr. Hodgson, the Duke of York; Miss 
Dorothy Yorke, the Princess Mary; Colonel 
Gordon, the Duke .of Connaught; Mayor 
Wickham, Prince Arthur of Connaught ; 
Brigadier-General Cecil Wray, the Princesses 
Helena Victoria and Marie Louise; and 
Brigadier-General A. E. Cavendish, the 
Princess. Louise. 

Among those present were:—Princess 
Beatrice, Mr, Ramsay Macdonald (Prime 
Minister), Mr. Baldwin, the Archbishop of 
York, the Archbishop of Wales, Mr. Llovd 
George, Lord Dickenson, Tord Brentford, 
Lord Ullswater, Lord Sankey, Lord Dawson 
of Penn, Lord Salisbury, Lord Parmoor. 
Lord Dunedin, and the French and Japanese 
Ambassadors 

Many bishops were among the clergy. 

THE SERVICE, 

The Archbishop of Canterbury, in his cope 
of black and hit came immediately behind 
the great crucifix, and near to him was the 
Aighisacp of York 

The coffin rested on a cataíalgue, and was 
surrounded by six tall candles. Near to it 
sat Lady Davidson. 

In the brief and simple Service the Dean 
of Westminster read the lesson, the prayers 
were intoned, and afterwards the Archbishop 
of Canterbury, crucifix in hand, delivered the 
Benediction trom the altar steps. The choir 
and congregation sang the hymn, “ Praise, 
my soul, the King of Heaven.” 1 

Then the coffin was borne from the Abbey 
to the motor hearse. Lady Davidson fol- 
lowed, and placed a bunch of lilies on it. 

Hundreds stood with bared heads watching 
the motor hearse start on its way to Canter- 
bury, where the Mayor, in his robes of office. 
met it at the city gate. A procession then 
was formed, and, headed by the choristers, 
moved to the west door of the Cathedral. 
There the Dean of Canterbury (Dr. H. R. L. 
Sheppard) received the y, and it was 
taken to the crypt and placed in the Chapel 
of St. Mary Andercroft, where the clergy 
watched by it throughout the night. 

The interment will take place at Canter- 
bury to-day,

EMPIRE TRADE. 


NEW METHODS NEEDED. 


———- &——— 


The Times of to-day observes in a lead- 
ing article:—The Congress of the Federa- 
tion of Chambers of Commerce of the 
British Empire carried a highly important 
series of resolutions yesterday on com- 
mercial relations within the Empire. The 
Congress, composed of representative busi- 
ness ‘men from every part of the Empire, 
unanimously called upon the British and 
Dominion Governments—who will meet in 
Imperial Conference next September—to 
set to work at once to promote a policy of 
closer econemic co-operation. In. these 
resolutions the Chambers of Commerce 
have expressed a feeling which is rapidly 
becoming general among all classes and 
parties throughout the Empire. 

‘To find the best method of national- 
ising trade end commerce within the 
Empire ” was the first object of the Con- 
gress, as defined in its official programme, 
adds The Times. It could not have chosen 
a more worthy goal for its endeavours, or 
one more urgent of attainment. Il’rofessor 
Stephen Leacock, who, among other 
lighter claims to distinction, is Professor 
of Economics in the McGill University of 
Montreal, put the present situation with 
great clearness a couple of weeks ago in 
a speech before a special meeting of the 
leading business and industrial associa- 
tions in Canada. The movement for 
responsible government in the Dominions, 
which began in 1840, hed, he said, 
achieved political freedom at the cost of 
economic disintegration. What was now 
needed was a reciprocal imperial system 
of trade arranged for mutual advantage, 
forming part of a policy aiming at the 
economic: ‘utegration of the Empire 
through the consolidation of its resources. 

THE SECURING OF PROSPERITY. 

It is this economic integration which is 
now from so many different quarters being 
pressed upon the responsible Governments 
of the Empire as the only effective means 
of securing prosperity in modern condi- 
tions. The day, it is everywhere recog- 
nised, is gone when progress was best 
served bv the unorganised competition of 
small economic units, each struggling for 
survival. Even parties which still profess 
an uncritical faith in the old political 
economy have abandoned its practice, 
except in the comparatively narrow field 
of tariffs. and are now found voting fo” 
coal bills and consumers’ councils, which, 
whatever else may be said for or against 
them, are quite irreconcilable with 
orthodox free trade principles of unlimited 
competition. Indeed, those principles 
really began to become obsolete when 
workers, instead of competing freely among 
themselves, and allowing the wages of 
their labour to be fixed by supply and 
demand, began to combine together in 
trade unions and to achieve co-operative 
control over their conditions of work and 
life. Since then organisation and co- 
operation have steadily driven unorganised 
individualism out of the field, and to-day 
there is an overwhelming sense of the 
necessity for applying new methods to the 
trade and industry, both of this country 
and of the whole Empire. 

If the Empire is to be preserved, now 
that the legal and political bonds have 
been dissolved which formerly bound it 
together, then the process of disintegra- 
tion, having reached its limit, must be 
succeeded by a different kind of union. Bv 
the free co-operation of its autonemous 
parts it may yet be welded into such a 
unit as will enable them, both politically 
and economically, to hold their own in 
friendly competition with the great com 
binations in the world outside. 


NEW TURN ON

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TRIBESMEN RETURNING TO 


VILLAGES. 

The Times Special Correspondent at 
Peshawar telegraphed yesterday :—There 
are hopeful signs that the Lashkar (armed 
detachment), which rallied to the Haji 
of Turang Zai at his hiding-place at 
Ghalanai, is begining to break up. 

The lashkar had been gradually rein- 
forced by small parties of Mohmand 
tribesmen. until it numbered between 
1,500 and 2,000. This morning, however, 
news came into Peshawar that 200 fol- 
lowers, tired of inaction and dissatisfied 
with the Haji’s ration allowance, held an 
acrimonious jirga (council), and decided 
to return to their villages. 

The Royal Air Force carried out another 
bombing raid on the hidden caves and 
barren nullahs, where Badshah Gul, the 
Haji’s son, with his followers is stil] in 
hiding. 

The British troops were reinforced ves- 
terday by the arrival of the 2nd Batta- 
lion the Border Regiment, which was 
‘‘ played in ” by the band of the King’s 
Own Yorkshire Light Infantry. 


TRANS-ATLANTIC 
FLIGHT. 


PREPARATIONS AT THE 
CURRAGH. 
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The preparations for Captain Kingsford- 
Smith’s proposed trans-Atlantic flight in 
the Southern Cross have progressed so 
far that the airman has taken over his 
reconditioned machine at Amsterdam, and 
men are getting ready the run-way at the 
Curragh. 

The site selected for the take-off is 
known as Parkinson’s Gallop at Browns- 
town. It gives a first-class run-way of 
two. miles, though Captain Kingsford- 
Smith needs only a mile and a half. 
Yesterday a call was made for volunteers 
from the soldiers of the National Army 
stationed at the Curragh. There was an 
instant response, and five hundred men in 
all were picked. Last evening they were 
engaged in smoothing out ths run-way, 
removing tufts of grass, and filling in the 
slight depressions that existed. It is ex- 
pected that this voluntary work will be 
completed in a few days. 

Colonel Charles Russell, the well-known 
Irish airman, who is Jooking after Captain 
Kingsford-Smith’s interests on this side, 
superintended last evening’s operations. 
He is well satisfied with the progress that 
is being 3 <ie, and is of opinion that 
Captain Kingsford-Smith will have one of 
the finest run-ways in the world at his 
disposal when he makes his attempt. .

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The voice of a typical English girl 
speaking from nearly twelve thousand 
miles away was plainly heard in Ireland 
last night. 3 

It was Miss Amy Johnson giving @ 
broadcast talk from Brisbane, Australia, 
and her remarks were relayed from 2RN 
Dublin. She said: “ Hullo, everybody. 
Ever since I landed in Australia the 
welcome I have received has been abso- 
lutely marvellous. I have arrived in 
Brisbane, and feel very happy after my 
flight. The people in Queensland have 
given me a most wonderful reception, and 
all wish me to give their love to England. 

“I is six o'clock in the morning here, 
and I am very tired. I am not going to 
say very much, as I have just got out of 
bed. 

“The crossing over the Timor Sea was 
not half so bad as evervone would have 
had me imagine. When I saw the shores 
of Australia I shouted for joy, and the 
moment I landed I was greeted by my 
own people, who spoke my own language, 
and who met me with Jove and friendship 
in their hearts. 

“I have received a marvellous reception 
in every town I have visited. In Brisbane, 
I think, the whole town must have turned 
out to welcome me: but it is really 
England to whom thev are giving their 
love and friendship. They turned out in 
such numbers to welcome me—just a repre- 
sentative of England. 

“TI won't tell you anything about my 
flight; for I am quite sure you must know 
every single stage of it. The newspapers 
have broadcast throughout the whole of the 
world every phase of mv trip across. I 
will just say good-night to you—though I 
believe it is good morning here—and I 
hone you will all sleep well.—Good-bye.”

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PILOT ESCAPES UNINJURED, 
From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT.

Miss Amy Johnson crashed on her flight 
from Charleville to Brisbane this after- 
noon, but was unhurt. 

Miss Johnson hopped off from Charle- 
ville at 7.35 a.m., after speaking to 
London on the long-distance telephone. She 
stopped for lunch at Toowoomba. 

Miss Johnson met her mishap whilst 
trying to land at the Eaglefarm Aero- 
drome at ten minutes past two. She hit 
a fence and turned turtle, but was threwn 
clear. She was quickly on her feet, and, 
beyond being shaken, she was ‘unhurt. The 
propeller and wings of her aeroplane were 
badly damaged. It appeared that she 
attempted to land across the prevailing 
wind instead of against it. 
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MR. HENRY COLE BOWEN. 

The death occurred on Tuesday at his resi- 
dence, Bowen's Court, Kildorrery, County 
Cork, of Mr. Henry Cole Bowen, 
barrister-at-law, aged 68. Mr. Cole 
Bowen, who was a member of a well. 
known County Cork family, studied at 
Trinity College, where he obtained his M.A. 
degree. In 1887 he was called to the Irish 
Bar, and secured a large practice in Chamber 
work. He was a prominent member of the 
Church of Ireland. He took a conspicuous 
part in the work of the General Synod and 
the Cork Diocesan Synod. Until rerently he 
had been a member of the Dublin Diocesan 
Synod. The late Mr. Bowen had a profound 
knowledge of ecclesiastical law, and was one 
of the judges of the Court of General Synod. 
He had frequently acted as Legal Assessor 
at Cork Synods, and had also deputised for 
Lord Glenavy as legal assessor to the Primate 
at the General Synod. He took a deep 
interest in land purchase legislation. He 
wrote an exhaustive book dealing with the 
Land Purchase Acts, covering a wide field 
and bringing his subject up to the Act of 
1923 and the amending Acts. He acted as 
counsel to the Pembroke Estates. 

Mr. Bowen married in 1890, Florence, the 
daughter of the late Mr. Henry FitzGeorge 
Colley, of Mount Temple, Co. Dublin. His 
wife died in 1912.
